EEMAIN QUESTION ALMOST FORGOT-. 


TEN IN THE STRUGGLE. 
. 


Free Coinage Finally Triumphs in the 
Committee—Mrs. Gougar Oaste the 
Firat Firebrand—Acute Sensibilities of 
the Southern Delegates—Sinews of 
War Are Given Up Reluctantly—An In- 
harmonious Gathering. 


„ OINcrxnaTr, O., June 30.—The friends of 
cold water got plenty of the article to-day. 
A terrific dowhpour of rain and the all-night 
session of committees combined to give Pro- 
hibition delegates a bedragrled appearance 
as in scattering groups they came into their 
national convention hall for what was ex- 
pected to be the culmination ofthe proceed- 
ings. 

The Platform Committee was still in session 
when the convention was called to order. 
The sub-committee had worked incessantly 
until3a.m,, and had made areport tothe 
full committee, wherea fight ensued over 
the tariff and sliver planks, the sub-commit- 
tee also having been divided on those two 
points. The free coinage men were beaten 
in sub-committee and the plank as submitted 
to the full committee was antagonistic to ab- 
solute free coinage. Secretary Wheeler of New 
York carried his silver resolution through, 
but in the fall committee Editor Thompson of 
Ohio, offered a more radical substitute. Mr, 
Thompson on the tariff question succeeded in 
having the Ohio Prohibition party’s tariff 
plank adopted by the sub-committee. It de- 
clares for @ graduated income tax,and a 
tariff only where foreign nations bar out our 
products, revenue to be only incidental. 

Prohibition, of course, was made as strong 
and clear-cut as possible, and a liberal 
labor plank inserted, repressing monopolies, 
demanded one term of a longer period for 
the President, favored arbitration as a mode 
of settlement of differences, and of Govern- 
ment control of transportation, with the al- 
lowance to capital of a fair interest on 
moneys actually invested. The sub-com- 
mittee wholly ignored ‘‘fusion’’ or no 
tus tion. 

The Bidwell following were elated over the 
result of a caucus of the New York delegates 
which was held this morning. The caucus 
separated with the understanding that the 
New Yorkers would not pregent. the name of 
Bascom, but that the opposition in that State 
to Demorest would start by throwing their 
strength to Bidwell, who it was claimed 
would receive three-fourths of the votes of 
Demorest’s own delegation. 

A FIREBRAND. 


The Southern question broke out before the, 


convention had been in session five minutes, 
the cause being a speech made by Mrs. 
Courgar late last night, which was largely 
made up of a story about the sale of a negro 
child at the slavery auction block, the appll- 
cation being made to slavery to drink. The 
speech aroused indignation onthe part of a 
number of Southerners, and at the first op- 
portunity to-day W. W. Gibbs of Virginia 
was on his feet and offered the following res- 
olution: 

Whereas. The Prohibition party is not a sectional 
party, but a national party. 

Whereas, The issues of the late civil war are 
settled and settled forever, thereof be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the convention 
that the speakers who are accorded the honor of ad- 
dressing the convention be requested to refrain

Most of the delegates wanted no speeches 
and shouted, *‘Question,’’ but Gibbs insisted 
on speaking, and ina short speech urged 
that old issues be left buried and not be con- 
tinually brought up. 

A pumber of delegates were on their feet 
endeavoring to get recognition, but a section

THE PLATFORM COMPLETED.

Minority reports were depended upon to be 
Presented against the financial and tariff 
planks adopted by the majority. 

The two main planks. finance and tariff, as 
a in the platform by the majority are as 
ollows: 

The money of the country should be coined by the 
government, and in sufficient quantities to meet de- 
mands of business and give full opportunity for the 
employment of labor. © this end an increase inthe 
volume of money is demanded, and no individual 
or corporation should be allowed to make any 
—— through ite issue. It should 

e made a legal tender for the payment of all debts, 
* and private. Its volume should be fixed at 

he definite sum per capita and made to increase 
with our increase in 171 We favor the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver and gold. 

The tariff should be levied only as a defense 
against foreign governments which levy tariff upon 
or bar out our prodncts from their markets, revenue 
being incidental. Theresidue of means necessary 
to an economicaljad ministration of the Government 
should be raised by levyinga burden on what the 
people possess, instead of upon what we consume. 

Speculations in margins, the cornering of grain, 
money and product and the formation of pools, 
trusts and combinations for the arbitrary advance- 
ment of prices shoulda be suppressed. 

The other planks in the platform to be sub- 
mitted to the convention urge laws for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic; demand 
woman suffrage and equal pay regardless of 
sex ;demand Government control of railroads, 
telegraphs and other public: corporations; 
demands the further restriction of immigra- 
tion and the extension of the naturalization 
period; opposes acquisition of lands by aliens 
and favors forfeiture of unearned land 

rants; denounces the reign of mob law and 

emands trial by jury for all citizens; 
demands one day’s rest in seven for all per- 
sons; favors arbitration and pensions; un- 
equivocally stands by the American Public 
school system andteaching of English and 
opposes grants of money to sectarian schools 
and denounces both parties for truckling to 
the money interests and to the saloons. 

The reading of the report of the Platform 
Committee was the first thing in order at the 
Afternoon session, and the convention 

rormoptiy decided to limit speeches upon it 

five minutes each. 

Secretary Wheeler of the Platform Com- 
mittee read the majority report. The 
first cheering came at the end of the 
prohibition plank. Woman's stffrage also

KANSAS REPUBLICANS. 


THE STATE CONVENTION IN SESSION AT TOPEKA. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 30.—Kansas’ field day 
opened bright and cheerful. For the swelter- 
ing heat of yesterday there were cooling 
breezes and for noise and hurrah were the 
strained calm and expectancy preceding the 
final battle. 

This convention, in many respects the 
biggest and the most Interesting held in Kan- 
sas for years, has resolved into a triangular 
fight forthe gubernatorial nomination. To 
be neither a Morrill advocate, a Smith agri- 
culturist or a follower of Murdock’s 
eagie is to be a nonentity in this 


convention. To the exclusion of every other 
issue the gubernatorial fight has taken prece- 
dence. A stranger on the ftleld would not 
know thata State ticket is to be nominated 
and all the candidates for a State campaign 
placed in the field by the same set of men 
who are working in various and divers ways 
for one of the leading candidates for Gov- 
ernor, 

On the final summing up to-day just prior 
tothe opening of the fight, the situation 
seems to indicate that Smith is in tue lead, 
with Morrill second, Murdock third, and the 
hopes of the other candidates centered upon 
the bare possibility of a deadlock that will 
let one of the rank outsiders come in winner 
on acompromise. Political lightning flashes 
are playing Zig-zag streaks to-day, but one 
of the highest lightning rods seems 
sure of being struck. ‘ihe followers of 
each of the leading candidates express 
themiselves as confident that for their leader 
isthe victory. Out of the conflicting state- 
ments and various estimates can be gleaned 
two incontrovertible facts: There must bea 
combination to head off Smith, and unless 
there is a decided break where it is least ex- 
pected Murdock willbe called upon to sup- 
port a nominee other than himself. 

A half hour before the convention all the 
availabie space in Representative Hall ex- 
cept the chairs reserved for delegates had 
been taken. By some means a brass band 
sneaked into the ladies’ gallery and the 
noise which it made added to that of the 
politicians who were struggling for places 
created so much confusion that the 
convention could not be called to 
order until a half hour after, 
the appointed time. Chairman Buchan 
of the Republican Central Committee,rapped 
for order at 10:30 O clock and introduced Dr. 
S. F. McOabe ofthe M. E. Church, Who of- 
fered peayer. As soon as the Secretary had 
read the call the convention proceeded at 
once to business and without any fur- 
ther formality the Chairman of 
the Central Committee called for 
nominations for Temporary Chairman, At 
first the big fight in the convention was pre- 
cipitated within twenty minutes after order 
had been called.

Congressman Springer Points Out Some 
Fossibilities—Ex-Gov.Campbell Thinks 
Cleveland Will Carry New York and 
Ohio — Silver in Congress — General 
Political News—Campaign Notes. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 80.—Incoming trains 
now swell the list of Alliance delegates to the 
National Convention. The imformation re- 
ceived to-day of the actions of the Wyoming 
State Alliance Convention in endorsing 
Weaver of Iowa for President yesterday at 
Laramie created much talkin favor of the 
Iowa General. He will go into the conven- 
tion with a good following. It is generally 
understood that Weaver will be the compro- 
mise candidate of the silver men and Pro- 
hibitionists, and will ügure prominently in 
the«first ballot. He has some opposi- 
tion in the ranks of the Iowa 
delegation, but the feeling is purely 
personal aud cannot be relied on to create 
any antagonism in the convention. The feel- 
ing in Nebraska is decidedly for Gresham, 
but caneasily be thrown to Weaver, pro- 
vided Gen. Van Wyck so desires, as he prob- 
ably controls the Nebraska delegation in the 
convention. 

Mr. Post, Chatrman of the Georgia delega- 
tion, to-day said: ‘*I think our delegation 
would prefer Weaver to any of those whose 
names have been mentioned for the place, 
although Peffer, John Davis of Kansas, or 
any man ofthat class would Be acceptaDle. 
The South wants a Western man; in fact, she 


will not go for an Eastern man.“

„What will the Convention do with Pro- 
hibition and Universal! suffrage?’’ 

‘*‘Nothing. Their advocates will be in the 
Convention as delegates and will undoubtedly 
exercise their rights and ideas as they choose, 
both before and after, Dutyou must remem- 
ber that this is a national convention ofa po- 
litical party, and not a conference of all re- 
form organizations, like the one in St. Louls. 
They were at liberty to urge the adoption of 
their ideas there, but they Won't cut much of 
a figure here. 

There will be few visitors from the South- 
ern States except the delegates and alter- 
nates. Mr. Post of Georgia says thet all 
would be glad to come, but the distance Is so 
great that it costs too much money, and that 
every body in that section not only feels but 
actually is pool this year. He said he 
heartily favored the idea of a reunion of the 
blue and the gray, and that while there could 
not be the turnout from the South that he 
would like to see, there would be 
enough to make it interesting, as 
many of the delegates from that 
section said that the sentiment a Pe gout 
was strongly in favor of it and that it 
be productive of good results. 

Ex-United States Senator Van Wyck of Ne- 
braska said: ‘‘Iicannot say that lama can- 
didate before the convention, as lam a can- 
Gidate for Governor. But this movement 
will win. There is now little difference in 
the old parties—none whatever except about 
5 per cent on the tariff. They can Hein the 
same bed very comfortably. ‘che Republican 
party is under the domination of the money 
power as completely as the Democratic party 
was once under the control of the slave 
power.

Collision Between the Steamer Trave 
and the Fred B. Taylor. 


ALL BUT TWO OF THE SUNKEN VES- 
SEL’S CREW RESCUED, 


A Dense Fog caused the Disaster—My¢- 
tery ot a Drifting Hulk Cleared Up— 
Stories of the Survivors—Crushed by 
an Electric Car—Arsenic Mistaken for 


Galt—Casualties.. 


Lonpon, June 30.—The North German Lloyd 
steamer Trave, Capt. Reimkasken, from Now | 
York, June 21, for Bremen, arrived at South- - 
ampton early this morning. She had on 
board Capt. E. F. Hurlburt, of the British 
ship Fred B. Taylor, from Havre, May 12, 
for New York, and nineteen of the crew of 
that vessel. 

The Trave reports that she was in collision 
with the Fred B. Taylor on June 22 in lat. 40 
deg. N., long. 69deg. W. The accident oc- 
curred at 6 o’ciock in the morning, during a 
heavy fog. 

The Taylor was so badly damaged that it 
was presumed on board the Trave that she 
sank shortly afterward. The chief officer of 
the Taylor was crushed to death and Capt. 
Hurlburt, who was on deck at the time, had 
his legs injured. Quite a heavy sea was run- 
ning and when the Trave lowered her boats 
to go to the rescue of the imperiled men oll 
was used to prevent the seas combing. The 
Trave was hauled up to windward ot the. 
wreck and her boats were thus under her lea 
in golng down, ta the wreck. 


aroused by the shock of the collision and 
nearly all of them were on deck, The Trave’s 
carpenter at once sounded her wells, and 
when it was found that she was making no 
water, the excitement among the passengers 
subsided, and every one watched the man- 
ning and lowering of the small boats with 
the most intense interest. The tar- 
paulins were hastily cut away, the falls were 
manned, the boats lifted from the chocks, 
the davits swung out and their crews took 
their places in perfect order. There was no 
confusion. Every man knew his place and 
the moment the boats struck the water, the 
falls were cast off, the boatsshot away in the 
direction of the wreck and were soon lost to 
sight in the fog. They were gone Duta short 
time when they returned with Capt. Hurlbert 
and nimeteen of the crew, including the 
steward. 

One of the survivors of the accident says 
that when the Taylor was at a point 206 miles 
from New pods +} fog set in. Suddenly, 
about 3 o’ uge steamer, which it 
was afterwards learned was the Trave, 
crashed intothe Taylor. Capt. Hurlbert was 
on the bridge at the time aud one watch was 
below. Among the watch below was Mr. 
Woodley, the chief officer. He was crushed 
to death at the moment of the collision. The 
carpenter of thé Taylor was drowned. The 
Trave immediately hove to and lowered her 
boats, pulled down to the Taylor and took off 
the remainder of hercrew. The stewardess, 
the only woman on board the Taylor, was 
thrown into the sea at the time of the ecollis- 
jon, and when she was rescued by the crew 
of one of the Trave’s boats she was nearly 
drowned, 

The officers aud erevw ofthe Taylor had no 
time to attempt to save any of their effects. 
They brought out from the wreck nothing 
but the working clothes they stood in. Bet- 
ter clothing was supplied them by the 
Captain of the Trave. Just before the Trave 
arrived at Southampton a meeting of the 
passengers was.held in the saloon. Col. 
Mitchell presided. Resolutions were adopted 
highly complimenting the officers and crew 
of the Trave for placing their lives in danger 
to save the lives of those on the Taylor. The 
Trave was only slightly damaged about the 
bows. The damage was repaired on the voy- 
age. The crew of the Taylor has been refuged 
at the Sailors’ Home in Southampton, 

The Trave was going at full speed when she 
dashed intothe Taylor. She struck the ship 
amidships and cut her completely in two,

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Action Again Deferred on the Anti- 
Option Bill 


JUDICIARY COMMITTEE EVENLY 
DIVIDED ON THE MEASURE. 


THE 


Votes of Absentees Will Determine the 
Complexion of the Report—-No At- 
tempt to Smother the Bill Will Be 
Made—Secretary Foster Enters on His 
Duties—Wasbington News. 

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The Senate Judici- 


ary Committee again had the anti-option 
bill under consideration this morning. Two 


members of the committee, Senators Teller | 
and Wilson, are absent from the city, so that 


after discussion the further consideration of 
the bill was deferred for one week, with the 
understanding that a vote shall be taken 
upon the question of reporting it 
to the Senate. As far as can be learned the 
character of the report depends upon the 
position taken by the two absent Senators, 
for the committee is now very evenly divided. 
It is believed that a majority in favor of re- 
porting some bili that will prevent specula- 
tlon in farm products that injures producers 
and is obnoxious tothe public will be adopted, 
but the difficulty is to frame the bill so that 
it will not injure legitimate business and vio- 
late the constitution. Some of the members 
of the Judiciary Committee say that the 
pending House bill lls in these important 
particulars, and ask for amendments at least, 
if the bill. is to be reported at all; but the 
friends of the House bill imsist that the 
adoption ofthe amendments, involving the 
return of the bill to the House would be fatal 
to its enactment during the present ses- 
sion. There has been some talkin the com- 
mittee of reporting the bill to the Senate with 
the recommendation that it be referred to the 
Committees on Finance and Agriculture, 
to secure the indorsement ot those 
committees forthe agricultural and taxing 
features of the bill, but it appears this idea 
has been practically abandoned and that the 
bill will be allowed to speak for itself when it 
is reported, so far as these features are 
concerned, The only prediction that can 
safely be made at this stage is that the 
bill will not be smothered in the committee 
but will be reported to the Senate, but 
whether with a favorable recommendation 
or an adverse recommendation or none at 
all depends, as already stated,upon the votes 
of the absentees.

Mr. Burke went home yesterday afternoon 
for lunch, something that he rarely does, 


and found there the notification from the 


Secretary of the board which had been 
matled yesterday morning. Mr. Burke has- 
tened at once to the Polytechnic Build- 
ing. Hisattorney had been notified shortly 
before 8 o’clock yesterday that the meeting 
was about to de held. Mr. Burke’s surprise, 
shock and indignation at the high-handed 
action of the committee founed vent to-day 
in the following protest which was placed in 
the hands of Secretary Player this morning 
to be presented to the board.

Whether driven to desperation over the 
charges made against him by Mary Schmeitz, 
or for some other cause that is shrouded in 
mystery, Capt. Joseph Weick, walked into 
the cabin of his boat, the ferry Samuel D. 
Wiggins while lying at the East St. Louls 
wharf at 11 o’clock last nightand with a 48- 
calibre revolver, deliberately biew his brains 
out. The cause assigned for the suicide is 
that he was driven to desperation and 
despondency over the threats of Mrs. Mary 


Schmoeits to havea warrant sworn out against 


him charging him with criminal assault, an 
account of which appeared in the Post-D1s- 
PATCH of yesterday. When Capt. Weick ar- 
rived at the home of Henry Mueller, Jr., No. 
402 Victor street, last night, where he and 
his family have been residing since the high 
water, he appeared to bein a happy mood 
and asked how his wife, who has been an in- 
valid for seven years, was feeling. Before 
removing his hat, he was accosted by his 
married daughter, who questioned him 
in regard to the truth of the state- 
ment in the afternoon papers charging 
him with the attempt to outrage oneof the 
passengers on his bogt. He read the article, 
and after walkingthe floor for five minutes 
he pronounced the statement untrue, leaving 
the house very much agitated, with 
the remark: Don't be uneasy about 
me. I intend to sift this matter 
out, as I can plainly see that this 
is a case of biackmall which is being inaugu- 
rated for the purpose of having me released 
from my position.’’ He left the house ina 
very excited frame of mind at 8 o’clock, 
statingthat he would return shortly. All 
traces of him were lost until 10:30 o’clock 
last night, when he walked onto the 
bridge, and greeting a number of his friends. 
He informed a police officer and the collector 
of fares that a woman had caused him such 
trouble that he would probably loose his po- 
sition and disgrace his family, and that he 
was going over to East st. Louis, 
pay his lodge dues and kill himself. 
His friends thought nothing 

of the matter, and put 

little confidence in his assertion. 

twenty minutes after he had crossed the 
bridge Harry Wilson, the pilot onthe Wig- 
gins, crossed the bridge en route to his 
sleeping apartments on the boat, when he 
was related the story astold by Capt. Weick 
to the bridge collector. Mr. Wilson’s version 
of the affair is told in his own words: 

THE PILsT’sS STORY. 

„After I was informed of Capt. Weick’s in- 
tention Icame directly to the boat, but put 
no faith in the story. When in about 200 
yards of the wharf Chief Watchman Thomas 
Barnes came running towards me and 
informed me that the Captain 
had killed himself in the cabin 
of the boat. I hurried to the boat and after 
reaching the cabin, Capt. Weick lay in tue 
middle of the cabin floor dead, with a bullet 
hole in his temple and a revolver on the 
floor. Itook his lifeless body in my arms 
and carried it down stairs and from there 
the remains were taken to the undertaker. 
In my opinion he killed himself in a fit of des- 
pondency while brooding over the charges 
made against him by Mrs. Schmelitz. Ido 
not believe that the Captain was gullty of the 
charge as preferred against him, as he paid 
little attention to women and was very strict

It is domiuated by the Colonial 
delegates, who represent agricultural com- 
munities. There isa strong sentiment in 
favor of freer trade in most of the British 
colonies, especially the Australian, but it 
has not yet succeeded in bringing abouta 
rational system of commerce. The 
colonists see very’ clearly that their con- 
tinued attachment to the Empire is justi- 
fiable only by enlarged commercial oppor- 
tunities, and they therefore demand pref- 
erential duties to be imposed by England 
against American grain producers. They 
make this demand on the ground that 
such a policy would act as a counter-irri- 
tantandin a few years cause a general 
letting down of the .bars, and perhapsa 
destruction of barbarism in trade. 

As the colonies produce a large surplus 
it is possible tor them to supply the En- 
glish demand, That country could get 
along without American food products, 
and if the proposed policy were adopted it 
would shut out the American farmer from 
British markets and confine him to the 
home market. It is avowedly urged upon 
the English Government asa retaliatory 
or war measure, an answer to the McKin- 
ley atrocity. The English are asked to 
say to the United States thatif they will 
not permit the English manufacturer en- 
try into the American market, the Ameri- 
can farmer shall be kicked out of England. 
It is not claimed by the colonists that such 
a policy is abstractly wise or that it 
would be justifiable in natural and rational 
conditions. But as the Americans have 
seen fit to declare commercial war they 
must be fought with their own weapons. 
To adopt such a policy would, it is urged, 
**force the great nations of the world into 
amuch freer system of trade intercourse 
than now exists between them. 

The McKinleyites are responsible for this 
proposal. They have shut out English 
trade, and in this blunder the Australians 
and Canadian farmers see their opportuni- 
ty. The protectionist policy of our Gov- 
ernment compels the agricultural popula- 
tion to payafine for buying in England 
anda tribute to the domestic manufac- 
turer. Now the British colonist proposes 
to add to the difficulties of the American 
wheat-grower by further limiting his mar- 
ket.

Butler Admits Miss Rose 
Cooper’s Soft Impeachment. 


It Was Five Years Ago and She Made 
No Complaint. 


PROF, BUTLER LOOKED UPON THE LADY 
AS A PROTEGE OF HIS. 


She Had Been His Pupil; His Acquaint 
ance With the Family Was of Long 
Standing, and He Secured Her Ap- 
pointment to His School — Incensed 
Because Not Marked For Promotion— 
The Professor’s Story. 


Prof. William D. Butler, principal of the 
Blow School, came up from Carondelet this 
morning and calling on President Bartholat 
of the School Board got his permis- 
sion to make public a statement re- 
lative to certain reports and charges 
growing out of an effort which is being made 
to defeat his retention as Principal of the 
school. He said that groundless 
rumors circulated to injure him 
were flying around and that 
in justice to himself he 
desired to put the public in possession of the 
full facts in the case. Obtaining President 
Barthoidt’s consent to make known the facts 
in the case, Prof. Butler gave the following 
statement to a Posr-Disrarcn reporter: 

PROF. BUTLER’S STATEMENT. 

„The charge against me is that I kissed 
Miss Rose Cooper, a young lady teacher in 
the Blow School. The charge is true. The 
occasion was about five years ago, when Miss 
Cooper was first assigned to the Blow School 


and the circumstances were these: 

have knoun iss Cooper for years and 
have always felt a kindly interest in both she 
and her mother, whoisthe principal in the 
Meramec school. She used to be a pupil of 
mine and after she had finished at the 
Normal School, 1 secured permission 
for her to come to my school 
where she was give a position, 
I was eager to do anything in my power for 
the young lady’s advancement. On the day 
that she came to Blow School Iwas giad to 
see her and, having known her from a child, 
my feelin s toward her were fatherly more 
than anything else, which lshowed by kiss- 
ing her. 1 did it without any effort at con- 
cealment and have never since denied the 


act. 

‘*With this the matter dropped, so far as 
Miss Rose herself was concerned, until last 
September, when it became necessary for me 
to mark teachers for promotion. There are 
twenty-one teachers in the school, and of 
this number only three could be favored. 
The task is a difficult one to perform without 
offending some one of the teachers,and as 
merit and worth are both considered, I could 
not allow my friendship tor Miss Cooper. 
and her family, to prompt me to give ber 
that, to which more deserving were entitled. 
So she was not one of the three who received 
marks recommending. promotion. 

„1 was not aware, however, that I bad 
injured her feelings, until severa days after- 
wards, when she stopped me in front of my 
house and demanded to know why I had not 
marked her for promotion. I told her that 1 
did not think she was entitled to it to the ex- 
clusion of others whose work in the school 
gave them a prior claim. She flew into a 
rage and sald many hurtful things about me 
and my c6énduct as principal of Blow School. 
She said that she would get even with 
me, and that L would see the 
day that I would regret not having 
marked her for promotion. I attempted to 
reason with her and explain that it was pot 
in my powerto show partiality in the dis- 
charge of my duties, but she cuntended that 
I ought to have marked her and left, still 
making threats of vengeance.’”’ 

THE MOTHER AGAINST HIM, TOO.

whol have Always held in the highest es- 
teem, indorsed the young lady’s views of the 
matter, but when I saw her a few days after- 
wards she reiterated what the daughter had 
said and seemed even more enraged than her 
daughter had been. She said that it was her 
intention to make me sorry for what I had 
done, and that she would never be satisfied 
until ‘she had done so.

The explanation 
1 to be satisfactory to the School Board 
ut the fight — 2 by the Cooper family has 
been continuously kept 1 hey seem to 
more incensed than ever and 
are doing everything possible to prevent my 
reappointment as principal of Blow School. 
The fact that I have made little or no defense 
to their warfare has caused numberiess un- 
grounded rumors to gain currency, which 
are entirely without foundation. I still have 
the greatest respect for Mrs. Cooper and 
have no disposition whatever to harbor 
prejudices because of the past. 

My petition tothe School Board is signed 
by nineteen of the twenty-one teachers em- 

oyed at Blow School, all of whom feel kind- 
fy towards me, and are doing all they can to 
secure my retention.’’ 

PETITION FOR HIS RETENTION, 

Prof. Butle oF presented a petition to the 
School Board this morning, signed by over 300 
representative citizens of Carondelet, asking 
that he be retained in the capacity of princi- 
pal of Blow School. He has been thirty-seven 
years connected with the st. Louis public 
schools and thirteen years in his 

resent position. There seems to be, 

owever, a well-defined opposition to his 
retention, which even Prof. Butler does not 
understand. 

Prof. Butler is highly regarded in Caronde- 
let by people who have known him for years, 
and a vigorous fight will be made against his 
being disturbed. He is now a man 6 years 
of age, and not a few th nk that his long ser- 
vice in the public schools should entitle him 
to cons ert treatment.

About 8 o’clock on the morning of the d 
of last February, Dr. E. T. Breedlove of 
Baltimore committed suicide at Hurst’s 
Hotel in this city. A moment after the re- 
port of the pistol Prof. I. N. Judson 
rushed from the same room. He carried in 
his hand a letter which was the first evidence 
in explanation of the suicide. It was a 
letter from Breedlove to Prof. Judson. 

It said that the writer came to St. Louls 
from Baltimore intending to kill Prof. 
Judson and then to kill himself, but 
he had changed his plan and determined 
only to kill himself. My love for you has 
been my ruin,’’ continued this terrible com- 
munication, ‘‘I can no more live a life apart 
from yours than Jean fly. The past month 
has been the test and I cannot do it. 
There is but one thing which 
could save me, and that is to pass 
the remainder of my life in your presence. 
Continuing on the subject of his intended 
suicide Breedlove wrote: It is cruel in me to 
do this act, for it will blight yourlife * * * 
We might have been happy together had it 
not been for the Whitelaws and the Wheel- 
ers, your other rich friends, your high soctal 
and Dusiness standing, your high ideas of 
morality which you never filled but ’tis too 
late, the end must come. * * Men of our 
natures and sins must have their. 
ment and ours comes in a terrible shape.’’ 

These were the statements left by the dead 
man, They were never explained. 

A part of another letter on pink linen paper 
was also found dated Baltimore, Feb. 18, ro- 
ferring to a stud which had been sent to Jud- 
son and breathing apprehension for the wel- 
fare of the object of his love, was also found. 
It was not signed, ' 

On the breast of the dead man at the under- 
taker’s establishment was found a heafrt- 
shaped locket, inclosing Prof. Judson’s 
picture. 

Prof. Judson was suspended. His friends 
say he the victim of ah insane man’s 
pe love. The slight investigation 
which a case ofthe kind permitted showed 
that the relations were not new. : 

His friends asked that no action be taken 
and promised that, given time, they would 
see to it that the good name of the schools 
should not suffer. 

Unlooked-for influence was brought to bear 
among the officers of the School Board and in 
a newspaper offices to suppress publiica- 

on. 

A secret inquiry was made by the School 
Board Com „It had been shown by the 
statement of one ot the intimate friends of 
Judson that he and Breedlove *‘seemed to 
desire no other compantonship and seemed 
to prefer tobe left alone. Physicians had 
been consulted, and Dr. Ware of Fourteenth 
and Olive streets, on hearing the story of 
Breediove’s infatuation, ordered that they 
be separated, predicting murder and suicide 
as the end of such insane infatuation, 

Mr. Judson Was called before the Teachers 
Committee in secrét session, He told the 
story of Breedlove’s infatuation and its ex- 
hibitions, how Breedlove had hugged and 
kissed him his wish, Those present 
were astonished, but this was the finding of 
the committee:

The strikers say they 
have no fear of their employers securing 
med mechanics from other cities, as in 
. Cincinnati as well as Chicago the woodwork- 
“ers have just won a similar victory, and the 
St. Louis strikers claim that they are encour- 
aged daily by house workers being compelled 
to abandon their work on account of 
not being supplied with the neces- 
sary material from the planing mills. 
The situation presents quite a serious aspect, 
asat just this season ofthe year about one 
thousand dwelling houses and quite a num- 
ber of large and costly business houses are 
being erected, all of which are being delayed 


* by the strike as the planing mills have been 


unable to fill their contracts. Quite a number 
of large business houses that are under 


contract to be finished at a given length of 


time have had false framé-work put in and 
the brick work is being rapidig pushed for- 
ward, but this work can oniy last a short 
time, as the Ornamental wood work, the 
doors, sashes and the thousand and one 
other things that are absolutely necessary in 
the completion of a house cannot be had. 
A GLOOMY OUTLOOKR. 

In referring to the situation this morning 
Mr. George B. Reed, Commissioner of Public 
Works, said: ‘‘]l will tell you the situation be- 
gins to look @ little serious, and if a compro- 
mise is not efliecied within a very few day 
the amount of damage sustained Dy builders 
will be hard to calculate. The city balldings 
have mot suffered so far, but inside often 
Gays, at the very longest, H some kind of 
Arrangement is not made by the 
pianing mils to furnish us with 
Material work will necessariiy have to be 
postponed on our engine-houses now in the 
course of construction.

Result of the Rustiers’ War in Northern 
Wyoming. 

The condition of affairs in Northern 
Wyoming is now as bad as it has ever been, 
remarked Thomas Rowdan, a cattie dealer of 
Chicago. [ have just returned from Chey- 
enne, where I talked with many of the lead- 
ing cattle raisers, and they all areyyery blue 
Over the outlook. Since the defeat of the 
lynching raid, for it Was nothing else, the so- 
called ‘‘rustiers’’ have had things pretty 
much their oWn way in the horth- 
ern counties, which are the most 
valuable from a cattle standpoint. The legit- 
imate farmers and small stock oreeders, 
whose aid was decisive in repelling the raid, 
have in their turn been, obliged to take a 
back seat and the whole country is practicai- 
ly in the hands of the authorities. The loss to 
the large stock breeders during the recent 
illegal roundup may be counted by thousands 
of head. The rustiers go around in gangs of 
from five to twenty, and carry off pretty 
much what they please. The cattle are 
Griven to Montana or Dakota, aud there 
sold for about © a head.

A member ofthe Trades Assembly writes to 
the Post-Disrpatcu about the free baths 
which can’t be bulit because there is no 
money appropriated to carry out 
the plan; made by President 


George Burnet, and incidentally he 
inquires if itistrue thatthe law obliges the 
sWimming schools of the city toopen their 
pools free on certain daysot the week. The 
city ordinances provide that the swimming 
schools shall reduce their prices Tuesdaysand 
Fridays to lo cents and 5cents for adults and 
children respectively, and in consideration 
of this they are charged only $300 a year for 
an amount of water that, paid for at meter 
rate of l cent per 100 gallons, would cost each 
of them nearly $1,000. No attempt 
has ever been made to enforce the law, 
and it is doubtful if all the managers of the 
swimming school know it exists. One of 
them who was asked why he aidn’t reduce 
the rates on Tuesdays and Fridays replied 
that it would injure his business with the 
better class of his patrons it he gave up those 
two days to the use of those who could pay 
only the low price.

ANCIENT MAN. 


Work of an Expedition Sent Out by 
Harvard University. 


From the New York Times. 

The members of the expedition sent out by 
the Peabody Museum of Archmology ot Har- 
vard Coliege to explore the ruins of the an- 
clent city of Copan have started on their re- 
turn nome. They lett Livingston a few days 
ago, and will arrive in the United States 
some timein July. There has been much 

ellow fever along the coast, but at the 

atest advices none of the members of the 
expedition had taken it and all were well. 

ihe members of the expedition are M. H. 
Saville,+cientific Assistant; J. G. Owens, Ex- 
cutive Officer, and W. Price, Resident 
Agent. Besides these there have been em- 
ployed a score or more of natives for the 
inanval labor necessary to carry on the exca- 
vations. 

The party hrs had good success in its work, 
and returns at this time because it is impossl- 
ble to work in Honduras with any degree of 
impunity from disease in the summer time. 
The last letters from the expedition of Prof. 
Putnam of Harvard, who is chief of the 
movement, seem to have miscarried, and 
theretore some of, the information has not 
been received regarding tho work. 

Prof. Putnam cays the expedition has 
been a success, and he hopes the museum will 
he able to send out another this fail. That, 
however, will depend on whether the money 
necessary for the expense is subscribed. ‘the 
museum bas been granted a deceree by the 
Government of Honduras, allowing them to 
make excavation and explorations in thet 
country for the space of ten years. The 
museum is given charge ofthe antiquities of 
the country, and permitted to take away one 
balfthe objects found during the excavations. 

’rof. Putnam has just started off five more 
Harvard students for work among the In- 
dians in the interest of his department at the 
World's Fair. There have now been sent on 
this mission forty-seven students—twenty- 
seven from Harvard, several from the Le- 
land Stanford University and the University 
of California, as well as some from Wisconsin 
colleges. These young men will work all 
summer among the Indian tribes, collecting 
materials forthe ethnological and physical 
anthropological departments: of the fair. 
They will go among the Indian tribes and 
make measurements of persons of all ages. 

All the pecullarities of the hair, the eyes, 
nose, ears, lips.and color are to be most care- 
fully observed. The arms, shoulders, and 
other parts of the body are also to be meas- 
ured. The length and breadth of the head is 
to be ascertained, the heighth and breadth 
of the nose, medial and transverse outlines 
of the head, and the outlines of the hand. 

From the data thus obtained there will be 
prepared a number of charts and tables lilus- 
trating the physical characteristics of the 
native people of America. An anthropologi- 
Cal laboratory willl be estabilshed at the head- 
quarters of Prof. Putnam’s department dur- 
ing the fair, where these charts and tables 
wlll be exhibited.

THE CONVENT OF LA RABIDA. 


Where the Disappointed Wanderer Found 
Rest. 


From the Century. 

When Columbus turned away from the 
Vega, where cvery passer-by pauses to look 
upon the Vermilion Towers, and from that 
city where none remembered himor his great 
project, the convent of La Rabida must have 
seemed to him like a beacon light in the black 
night of shipwreck. 

A little inclosure, pifie-shadowed, in the 
solitude; the measureless western ocean be- 
fore his eyes; a cloudless heaven toward 
which to turn a clouded sight; a pavement of 
sepulchral stones; cloisters wherein to medi- 
tate and prepare for the end; sanctified altars 
to which to cling in hope of pardon and of an 
eternity too long unthought of amid thirst- 
ings for eartily giories less substantial than 
a vapor-wreath, and, ah! for the discovery 
of worids which, compared with the Infinite, 
are but as atoms; penitents and reciuses 
about him that to his soul seem but as shad- 
ows—in all these is found an explanation of 
the refuge soueht by Columbus at La Rabida. 

The old traditions assign his sojourn at the 
convent to the hour of his arrival and of his 
high hopes; contemporaneous criticism, bet- 
ter informed, fixesit at the period of his de- 

arture and his disenchantment. And herein 
s the chiefest glory of that spot, and it was 
tho scene of the new birth of a lost hope, 
And this hope returned because Columbus 
was devout, aad was beloved of those devout 
men. It was a sacred rock of faith, whereon 
sprang the purest of all aifections—the affec- 
tion of inexhaustible admiration mingled 
withunquenchable friendship. Let hatred 
and envy know thatthe humble Franciscan 
monk, Juan Peres, in truth discovered the 
new world through his deep friendship and 
admiration for Columbus.

HIS LIFE AT STAKE,

Frank Marxer on Trial for Killing Mich- 
ael Treiner. 


PHIL LAHERN, AN EYE-WITNESS, TELLS 
EVERY DETAIL OF THE AFFAIR. 


Treiner Had No Weapon But His Right 
Hand Was In His Pocket When Killed 
—Marxer’s Confession In Evidence— 
Ex-Fall Player Dan Cusick Again In 
Court—Police News. 


The Criminal Court is engaged to-day in 
the trial of Frank Marxer for the murder of 
Michael Treinen, a private watchman in the 
Iron Mountain freight yards on the morning 
of the 17th of last September. Ex-Gov. John- 
son and Lon McGinniss are defending the 
prisoner and Messrs Robt. W. Goode and 
Ben F. Clark are asssisting Circuit Attorney 
Clover in the prosecution. The first witness 
examined was Heaith Com missioner 
Brennan, who made the post morten ex- 
amination of Treinen’s body, testifying that 
Treinen had received three bullet wounds, 
one in the head, one in the heartand the 
thirdinthearm. One of the balls passed 
through his heart, producing almost instant 


death. 

Mrs. Treinen, the widow of the murdered 
man and a sister of Mrs. Bernard F. Dierkes. 
Prosecuting Attorney of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, was next called and testified 
that her husband did not have his pistol with 
him themorning he was shot, having left it 
at home. 

Philip Lahm, the principal witness for the 
State and the only eye-witness to the 
tragedy, then took the stand and gave his 
testimony. Last September Marxer, the de- 
fendant, boarded with him at 311 Gratiot 
street. On the morning of Sept. 17 last, wit- 
ness arose very early—4or 50’clock. He had 
been in bad health several weeks and could 
not sleep. He waiked out to get some 
fresh air and met Marxer. They went 
into a saloon near by and got a drink and 
then Marxer went to his boarding-house and 
changed hrs pants and returned, Witness 
wanted to walk around a while and Marxer 
went with him. 4s they walked along 
Chouteau avenue, near Third street, Marxer 
showed him his richt hand, which was badly 
bruised, two of the fingers being 
black and blue. Marxer said that he 
had deen compelled to enter the freight 
yards ofthe Iron Mountain road,and while 
there had been clubbed by a private watch- 
man. A few minutes later, as they were 
walking alone they meta man, and Marxer 
sald, ‘‘There he is now. They were 
then among the freight cars in the 
freight yardand the watchman was about 
thirty steps away. They walkedon without 

aying any attention tothe watchman until 
— called tio them: What are you doing 
here, you loafers?’’ They stopped and wit- 
ness answered: Partner, I am no loafer. I 
am a sick man and am down here to get some 
fresh air.’’ 

Why don’t you go up town, tf you want 
fresh air?’’ asked Treiner. 

‘*There’s too much smoke there, the wit- 
ness replied. 

Well, you can’t pass through there, suid 
the *watchman. 

The witness turned to go and 
Marxer: Come on? 

Marxer, however, said they hada right 
to pass through there, asthere was no fence 
and the place was in no way inclosed. 
Tretner called him a name and told him that 
he couldn't pass through and then Marxer 
sald to Treiner: ou clubbed me before. 
but you can’t kill me now. and with this he 
drew a pistol and fired three times in rapid 
succession. He pulledthe trigger four times 
but once the pistol didn’t gooff. At the first 
shot Treiner took a step. Then he stood 
still, and as the third shot was fired, Treiner 
jumped forward, but was hit with the ball 
and felltothe ground. Treiner had his right 
hand in his pants pocket all the time, He 
had noclubandthe only thing in his left 
hand was a pipe. 

Mrs. Sarah Baxton, an old colored woman, 
testified to hearing the shooting and to find- 
ing the body of Treinen. The private watch- 
man's right hand was in his pocket and his 
ps and dinner burket were at his side. 

‘he other witnesses for the State were As 
sistant Chief of Police Reedy, Detective 
Frese, Clerk Williams of the Detectives’ 
office, Engineer Toole of the Iron Mountain 
road and Chief of Detectives Desmond. The 
testimony ofthe detectives and police was 
in regard to the search for and the arrest of 
Marxer, and the confession he made directly 
after his arrest. This confession was put in 
writing and signed by Marxer, and it was 
offered in testimony. This closed the case 
for the State,and the court then took a recess. 

The Marxer murder trial closed. this after- 
noon after a number of witnesses had been 
examined regarding the character of the 
defendant. At the conclusion of the 
evidence, Judge Normile instructed the jury 
to either finda verdict for acquittal or for 
murder in the first degree, dwelling par- 
ticularly on a verdict for acquittal. Bob 
Good made the opening speech, followed by 
Gov. Chas, F. Johnson for the defendant. 
The case was given to the jury after the 
closing remarks by Ben Clark for the State.

The case of assault to kill in the Court of 
Criminal Correction againstJohn Ransom, a 
jockey, was dismissed for want of prosecu- 
tion to-day. Ransom shot and badly

But 
when he is smart enough to enter one of the 
students’ societies—or ‘ve a n’—he Is 
called a fox—you would call it freshman; 
becomes later on a burned fox, which indl- 
cates that he has been in the fire; then a fel- 
low, and then gradually rises to the different 
honors in his ‘corps,’ or club, as fox major 
who educates the young freshman in the art 
of arinking; fencing major, who drfils the 
foxes in the use of the rapier and sword; and 
senior, or moss-head, after he has been in 
the corps for half a century. 

**Each fox chooses a fellow or a moss-head 
to whom he attaches himself with body an 
soul, for whom he goes on errands, whose 
boots he biacks, whose debts he pays, whose 
correspondence he writes, for whom he 
learns and puts down the lectures; for 
whom, in short, he does everything short of 
stealing and murdering. The fellow, in his 
turn, achat the fox—or, as he is called, his 
body-fox—in quarrels of all sorts, accepts 
duels for him, makes his cause his own when- 
ever the fox is too inexperienced to stand his 
own ground, and is lke the elder brother to 
— Friendships like that are to last a lite - 

ime. 

At my times the clubs, or verbindungen, 
were all the rage. A student who did not be- 
long to one of them was much despised. 

„Those verbindungen“ were divided into 
two different classes—such whose members 
accepted a duel when offered, andsuch who 
did not. The first class were called *honora- 
ble vervindungen’ or ‘honorable clubs;’ the 
second ‘blasen’ or ‘bubbles,’ and their mem- 
bers ‘camels.’ The honorable clubs are 
again divided in corps and  landsmann- 
schaften, the names of which were derived 
fromthe name of old German countries, 
for instance, Suevia, Franconia, Saxonia, 
Borassio, and so forth. ‘The ‘bubbles’ are 
divided into ‘burschenschaften,’ ‘felliow- 
ships’’ and simple vereine or clubs, which 
may be very nice, Dut don't amount to very 
much in the eyes of an ‘honorable student.’ 
A ‘student’ who gives you his left cheek when 
you have slapped him onthe right one may 
make a good preacher in after life; as astu- 
dent he hardly deserves any recognition, and 
you have a right to slap him right and left. 

„»The finest verbindungen are the corps. 
The princes of the royal house have all been 
corps students in Rome and Berlin. There 
are corps whieh receive as members only 
the highest aristocracy, princes, counts, 
barons, etc. My corps, Franconio, was a 
corps more on account éf its prineiples of 
students’ honor than on account of the no- 
bility of its members. Although we were 
most of us sons of high state officials, army 
officers, etc., there were, nevertheless, some 
ofthe most noble and valiant and highly es- 
teemed fellows in the corps, sons of simple 
citizens, bakers, shoemakers, and so on, 
Bravery was the first paragraph in our codes 
of honor. A duel was offeredand accepted 
onthe slightest pretense. 
gesture, was sometimes sufficient to open 
hostilities which ended in a duel. 

Those duels are fought with three differ- 
ent weapons—the rapler,a straight sword, 
which inflicts only slight wounds, mostly in 
the face and on the head, which are not pro- 
tected; then the saber, a regular cavalry 
sword, with a broad biade, a very danger- 
ous weapon, which under some circumstan- 
ces causes a deadly result, and the pistol. 

Pistol duels are very scarce and occur 
seldom between students, but only between 
army officers and students, and mostly on 
account of offenses given during the one 
year’s military service. I had six rapler 
duelsand one with the saber; being a very 
good swordsman I escaped with a few light 
scars on my head, over which the moss has 
grown since.

NAMES OF COINS. 


Florins, Francs, Pesetas, Liras, Marks, 
Rubles, Piasters and Dollars. 


The florin, one of the most famous of 
modern coins, originated in Florence, says 
the New York Home Jou Some say that it 
gave the name to the city, while others assert 
that it was first so called because it had an it 
a fieur-de lis, fromthe Italian florone, or 
‘*flower,’’ for the same reason that an En- 
giish silver piece is called a crown, or cer- 
tain gold pleces in France indifferently a 
Napoleon!“ or a Louis, or the $10 gold 
piece in America an eagle, 

For several hundred years, and down toa 
comparatively recent date,money was coined 
at from twenty-five to thirty different cities 
in France that had inherited the privilege. 
Now all French money is coined at the Paris 
mint. Few French gold pieces are, however, 
in circulation except those bearing the head 
of Napoleon III., and silver pieces of the 
same coinage are almost as common, French 
silver coins wear admirably, and pieces of 
the reign of Charles X., Louis XVIII., and 
Napoleon I. are very common. 

Ihe standard coins on the Continent are: 
In France, the franc; in Spain, the peseta, in 
Italy, the lira; in Holland and Austria, the 
florin; in Germany, the mark; in Russia, the 
ruble. 

Belgium and Switzerland use the French 
name for the piece of 20 sous. Each of these 
pieces is, like the American dollar, divided 
into 100 parts, called kopeck in Russia, pfen- 
nigin Germany. Kreutzer in Austria, cent in 
Holland, and in Italy, France and Spain by 
the word meaning hundredth. 

The word shillingis of German derivation, 
like penny, which comes from the German 
‘*prennig.’’ The word *‘crown’’ comes from 
the image placed on the coin. The name franc 
was given by King John, who first coined 
these pieces in 1860. They bore the motto 
„Le Roi Frank!“ (Kiagof the Franks) and 
were of two kinds, one representing 
the King on horseback, the other on foot. 
The franc was tormerly also called 
livre (pound), though the connection with 
any special weight is not evident. The name 
of the German coin, mark, meaning a weight 
of eight ounces, was formerly in general use 
in Europe. The name of the Italian coin that 
corresponds with the franc (lira) also means 

ound. The coins in present usein Spain 

ave their names irom othersources. The 
five-peseta piece, which corresponds with the 
American dollar, is called escudo (shield). 
‘*Peseta.’’ the name of the small coin repre- 
senting the monetary standard, means sim- 
ply little piece.“ ‘*kuble’’ is from the 
word meaning to cut,“ and was so called 
because Originally the coin was made with an 
ornamental edge. . 

Few people have ever troubled themselves 
to think of the derivation of the word dol- 
lar. It is from the Germanthal (valley) and 
came into use inthis way about three hun- 


dred years ago. There is a little silver mining 


city or district in Northern Bohemia, calle 
Joachimsthal, or Joachim’s Valley. The 
reigning duke ofthe region authorized this 
city in the sixteenth century to coin a: silver 
piece, which was called chimthaler.’’ 

The word joachim“ was u dropped, 
and the word ‘‘thaler’’ only ‘continued, 
The piece went into general use in Germany 
and Denmark, where the orthography was 
changed to ‘‘daler,’’ whence it came into 
English, and was adopted by the Americans 
with stiil further changes in the spelling, 
The Mexican dollar is generally called 
‘*piastre’’ in France, and the name is some- 
times applied to the United states dollar, 
The.appellation is incorrect in either case, 
for the word plaster (or plastre) has for the 
last fifty years been only applied with cor- 
rectness toa small silver coin used in Tur- 
— Egypt, which is worth from 5 to 8 
cen 8.

DAUBIGNY. 


The Appearance and the Methods of the 
Great French Painter. 


From the Century. 

In appearance he was of medium height, 
his 1er inclining toward olive, with 
dark hair and eyes, a strongly set head and 
forehead, well filled in its reflective and per- 
ceptive portions, and of an open, sym- 

atheticexpression, indicating much bon- 

omie, and at the same time great penetra- 
tion and power to discriminate. In manner 
he was genial, modest and entirely 
without assumption, giving his counsels 
more as a comrade than ata master; his ad- 
vice having weight from itsintrinsic worth, 
rather than from any manner of imparting 
it. His whole nature was childlike in its im- 
pulsive directness. He neverkept 2 
account of his works or progress. It was nis 
to do the work; others might reckon up and 
classify. 

His methods were extremely simple. He 
usually 2 his oon canvases, and con- 
tinued this practice long after a world wide 
reputation would make it appear to be an- 
thing but an economical use of his time. He 
would begin a picture by sketching a few 
broad traits with charcoal or brush, and then 
lay in his masses freely, keeping the colors 
fromthe start clear, rich and pure.

CONCERNING DYNAMITE. 


Several Million Dollars Invested in Its 
Manufacture in the United States. 


Very@ew people have a correct idea of what 
dynamite is, of what it is made, and the uses 
to which it is put, says the Detroit Free Press. 
To the French belongs the honor of its dts- 
covery and its practical use. Nitro-glycerine 
is the force of all high explosives. Dynamite 
is the name most usually given to these ex- 
plosives, though other names are sometimes 
used, 

Dynamite is simply nitro-giycerine mixed 
with various ingredients. Nitro-glycerine is 
made by mixing sulphuric and nitric acid 
with sweet glycerine, the same that is used 
by the ladies to prevent chapped hands. 
Mixing the acids and glycerine is where the 
great danger lies in the making of nitro- 
lycerine. The mixing tank, or agitator, as 
ft s called by dynamite makers, is a large 
steel tank, filled inside with many colls of 
lead pipe, through which, while the mixing 
is in progress, a constant flow of ice water is 
maintained. This flow of ice water is used 
to keep the temperature of the mix belew 88 
deg., as above that point it would explode 
anu a hole inthe ground would mark where 
the factory had been. The nitro-glycerine is 
stored in large earthenware tanks, which are 
unusually sunk in the ground to guard 
against blows or severe concussion. The 
other ingredients for making dynamite are: 
Nitrate of soda, which is found only in Chill, 
carbonate of magnesia, and wood pulp. 

Dynamite is put in paper shelis usually 1% 
inches in diameter and s inches in length, 
and weighs about one-half pound to each 
shell or cartridge. It has largely taken the 
place of black ye for blasting, as it is 
many hundred times stronger, and conse- 
quently more economical. Itis used chie 
in mining all kinds of ores, Coal, and roc 
and submarine blasting and railroad build- 
ing. Without its ald man ra roads, espe-

BLAMES THE MOTHER.

Dr. Davis Says Little Clara Sachteleben 
Was Denied Proper Nourishment. 

The body of little 5-months-old Clara Sach- 
teleben, the daughter of William and Ella 
Sachteleben, was buried yesterday from 
No. 912 Clinton street, the residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. George Smart.This is the case 
in which. Dr. Louls II. Davis 
of No. 1023 Park avenue refused 


to Issue a burial certificate. The parents 
applied tothe authorities for aid, claiming 
that Dr. Davis withheld the certificate be- 
caue he was not paid his tee of $%. The aid 
came in the shape ofa letter from the Police 
Court offictals informing the doctor that un- 
less he had just cause for his action there was 
a penalty for the offense. Dr. Davis said to- 
day, in explanation of his action: 

A refused to give the certificate partly bo- 
cause I considered that acoroner’s investiga- 
tion was necessary on account of the II- 
treatment of the parents. Mrs. Smartof No. 
9!2 Clinton street took the child from the par- 
ents and nourished & with artWicial food. 
The mother was able to give it natural foud 
but failed to do so. Ipaidthree visits, and 
the first time-that I went three weeks ago, 
the father refused to have the prescription 
filled. Had the a treated the child 
properly it might have lived. I also refused 
to give the certificate because I wanted to 
punish the father, who would not pay the $6 
fee which Mrs. Smart. had promised to pay 
meif the parents would not. But I finaily 
consented to give the certificate for the sake 
of Mrs. Smart, and before I got the letter 
from the Police Court.’’ 

Mrs. SMart was asked to give her story. 
She is the wife of George Smart, a diphtheria 
specialist. He came in contact with the au- 
thorities two years ago and was charged 
with practicing medicine without a license. 
Mrs. Smart said: ‘*‘I saw an advertisement 
in the papers about three months ago fora 
place to put two children. 1 sent 
an answer, and Mrs. Sachtenleben bame 
with Willie, a healthy boy, 2 years old, and 
Clora, an infant of-2 months. ne mother 
claimed that she was sick and could not give 
the child proper nourishment. The parents 
used to live in a furnisiied room at Ninth and 
Wash streets, but Mr. Sachteleben came to 
live with us here and his wife. went to work 
for a lady who keeps a furnished-room house 
down town. The child hada constitutional 
skin disease which caused several of its un- 

ers to fall away and its flesh to mortify be- 

oreitdied. Isent for Dr. Davis three weeks 

ago and he gave a salve for the hands. The 
father said he would have it filed Saturday 
when he got paid, but the mother came that 
night ang said that she would take the child 
to the Children’s Hospital, and the prescrip- 
tion was not filled. Ihe doctor came 
again last Thursday andthe third time last 
Monday, when the chiid died.“ 

Mrs. Smart laid all the blame on the mother 
aud said that the father was a hard-working 
man. Thelady for whom Mrs. Sachteleben 
works and who keeps a furnished room 
house, according to Mrs. Smart, is 
Mrs. Clark of No. 806 North Tenth 
street. The mother was seen there 
to-day and told her story. The father 
treated us all brutally. The night the infant 
was born he sent me out of the house at 4 
o’clock in the morning to the City Hospital. 
I gave the child mother’s milk. as long as 1 
Was able. Irefused to live with my husband 
because he treated meso cruelly. I did not 
know that the child was 80 sick 
until it was nearly dead, because Mrs. Smart 
only told me that the child was weakly.’’ 

The little thing was laid to rest in Pickett’s 
Cemetery to-day. The mother attended and 
the iather went to work in the brick yard as 
usual. The mother is trying to get the little 
boy, Mrs. Smart will not let her have him on 
the strength of a notice from the father to let 
no one have him without his consent.
